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Canada  in   Brief 


IANADA,  from  the  Inxiuoit*  A'timida  cabin,  is  rather  a  misnomer  for  a  country  of  >*wh  vaatntMS,  covcring^  more 
than  half  the  continent  of  North  America,  and  reachini;  from  the  latitude  of  Southern  Kurope  to  the  North 
Pole,  having  a  circultousi  coast  line  upon  the  Atlantic  of  io.gdu  mileM,  and  upon  the  Pacific,  with  itM  deep 
inltftx,  many  islands  and  swcure  harhorn  of  almost  as  great  length,  extending  upwards  of  .i.ooo  milea  from 
ea-st  to  west,  and  i,»ioo  mile^t  from  north  to  south,  and  comprifiing  an  area  ot  3.745,574  square  milex,  exceeding 
that  of  the  I'nited  States  (including  Alaska,  Huwaii  and  the  Philippine  Islands)  by  5,640  !H|uare  milei*  ;  a  country  nearly 
cquiil  to  the  whole  of  Kurope  and  embracing  one-third  of  the  British  Empire.  A  country  concerning  the  farm  lands  of  which, 
in  its  Western  Provinces  alone,  it  has  been  suggested  that  if  it  were  possible  to  onvert  their  area  into  a  strip  of  a  mile  in 
width,  and  a  railroad  constructed  thereon,  it  would  take  a  train  travelling  night  and  day  withoui  utop,  at  a  speed  of  40 
miles  per  hour,  a  period  of  four  years  to  complete  the  journey  from  terminus  to  terminus.  Its  first  reputed  discovery 
antedates  Columbus  hy  several  Iiniidred  years,  the  Norseman  Bjarni  Herjulfson  sighting  its  coasts  in  9W>  followed  by 
Lief  Hricson  in  1000;  but  John  Cabot  in  1497,  and  Jacques  Cartier  in  .534,  \.ere  the  first  effectual  explorers.  Though 
abundantly  able  to  sustain  a  population  of  100,000,000,  the  present  inhab  tants  number  but  fi,ooo.ooo,  which  are,  however, 
being  rapidly  augmented  by  emigration  -om  Kurope  and  the  Western  States.  Ontario  numbers  3,250,000,  Quebec 
1,750,000,  the  Maritime   Provinces    1,000,000,   and   the  Western    Provinces    1,000,000. 

The  poetic  name  ot  "Our   Lady  of  the  Snows  "  is  likewise  manifestly  erroneous  tor  a  land  which  lies  largeh  le 

Temperate  Zone,  and  possesses  a  climate  ranging  from  the  clear,  dry,  bracing  winters  and  summer  heat  of  the  St.  La..:  ..ice 
.  Valley,  to  the  delightful  evenness  of  the  Pacific  Coast  A  country  of  diversified  Flora  and  Fauna,  abounding  in  many  valuable 
fur-bearing  animals,  embracing  the  greatest  forest  region  of  the  world,  yielding  untold  millions  of  feet  of  the  finest  lumber 
annually  ;  a  land  of  vast  mineral  resources,  possessing  the  Gold  of  the  Klondike  and  the  Silver  of  Cobalt,  the  immense  Coal 
fields  of  Nova  Scotia,  British  Columbia  and  the  newer  Western  Provinces  ;  almost  the  monopoly  of  Asbestos,  great  quantities 
of  Nickel,  Iron,  .^ad.  Petroleum  and  Salt,  as  well  as  Gypsum,  Graphite,  Pyrites,  .Mica,  Lime  and  Marl  ;  possessing  fisheries 
yielding  many  millions  of  dollars  annually,  and  millions  upon  millions  of  acres  of  highly  cultivated  farm  lands,  producing  fruit 
and  grains  famous  the  world  over,  and  giving  sustenance  to  stock  having  enviable  reputation  for  the  purii^  '  its  breeds  ;  and 
yet  millions  upon  millions  of  other  acres,  the  virgin  soil  of  which  is  year  by  year  being  broken  to  swell  the  production  of 
mountains  of  golden  grain  ;  manufactories  of  bewildering  variety,  the  products  of  which  find  their  way  to  the  marts  of  the 
•ttermost  parts  of  the  globe  ;  natural  water  power  of  inestimable  value,  of  which  the  Niagara  and  Ottawa  are  but  examples  ; 
unequalled  transportation  facilities  afforded  by  great  natural  waterways,  supplemented  by  complete  canal  systems  and  gigantic 
transcontinental  railroads  ;  an  ever-expanding  commerce  ;  an  elastic  and  stable  banking  system ;  high  moral  and  commercial 
standards  ;  splendid  facilities  for  public  school  and  higher  education,  the  former  of  which  is  compulsory  ;  equitable  laws, 
impartially  administered,  and  private  rights  safeguarded  ;  the  quiet,  peaceful  possession  of  all  this  vast  heritage  of  immeasur- 
able wealth  guaranteed  beneath  the  spreading  folds  of  the  Union  Jack  !  The  contemplation  causes  the  blood  to  pulsate  more 
rapidly  HiroUgh  our  veins,  while  we  feel  commendable  satisfactijn  with  our  happy  lot,  and  tha  fulness  to  the  Beneficient 
Providence  which  has  perilfttted  us,  either  by  birth  or  adoption,  to  claim  a  share  in  the  future  of  this  great  land  and  all  that 
is  implied  in  the  name  "Canadian."

The  following  gsneral  sohadule  of  the  close  seasons  for  Came  in  the  various  provinces  of   1 

the  Dominion    will   be   of  interest   to   sportsmen   and    others.         Attention    is   however  called   to 

the  fact   that  almost   evepy  session   of  the  LeiJislatures   witnesses   more  or   less  changes   in  the 

existing  regulations,  so   that  the    prospective   hunter   will   do  well    to     supplement    this  general 

infopmatton  by   calling  upon  the  Game  Warden   of  the  locality   wherein  he  proposes  to  operate 

for    the    l&test    published  regulations    each  season.         Licenses   must    also  be   obtained   in  most 

provinces  for  the  privilege    of  taking    many    kinds  of  game,     the   fee  for  which     is  nominal    to    i 

residents,    but    higher   to  non-residents.

eJ  to  be  well  worthy  of  their  attention:  but 
though  thii  branch  of  urimce  haii  retvived  a 
i-iinitiJerable  share  of  attoiilik>n  from  Kith  learn- 
vil  and  unlettered  men  in  nil  agi-a.  it  ii  imly 
in  more  recent  jeam  that  the  ayitcmatu'  and 
pTHi'tii-Bl  applii'altLM  til  kibaervationii  has  become 
general  tlirou|{h  the  tneteiin>li>^'al  bureau* 
which  nearly  all  civilized  counirieii  now  main* 
lain.  Hut  while  we|ither  fiirecaKtH  are  daily 
bulletined  thri'UghtHil  the  lcn|[th  and  breadth 
of  thia  great  [)omin>><n,  they  are  not  alwayii 
available  at  the  desired  minnent,  and  the  ftil- 
lowing  hints  as  to  how  to  read  the  Hralher 
for  one'a  Mlf  will  be  found  inteTrsting.

weather  to^lay.  for  the  ikj'  ia  red  and  lowring.'  " 
To  these  time  honored  poftenia  may  be  added: 
A  grav  sky  in  the  morning  betokena  fine  wea- 
ther; a  dawn  high  in  the  aky,  wind,  or  low.  fair 
weather:  soft  delicate  looking  clxudn  prraage 
fine  weather:  hard  iiily-looking  clouds  or  a  dark 
gkiiin>y  blue  aky  spellwind:  a  bright  blue  sky, 
fine  weather;  the  sufter  the  cIoihIk  the  less  wind, 
the  harder,  mt<rc  rolled  and  rugged,  the  higher 
wind.  Inky  dxuds  mean  rain:  light  scudding 
clouds,  wind,  and  if  followed  by  heavy  masies, 
rain:  streaks  and  curls  of  clouda  increasing  in- 
dicate wind  and  rain:  the  higher  and  mure  di^ 
tant  the  clouds  the  lunger  deferred  but  the  rnore 
lasting  the  approaching  change.  Uelicate  in- 
dcfiniie  cUitids  acC'-mpany  fine  weathrr  ithile 
bard  massed  clouds  with  glaring  oilorn  Jn-tale 
rain  and  strung  wind*.  Miaty.  nanging  cloudn 
descending  presagi  wind  and  rain,  or  rising  pre- 
dict fine  wrather.  l>ew  and  fog  foretell  fine 
weaiher.  while  clear  air  and.  twinliKng  atars  in- 
dicate coming  wind  and    raivi.    When    distant 

wet,  stomy  weather  may  be  espectcd,  while  a 
grey  brownish  tint  in  the  dialaim  promises 
clearing  weather.

THK  Tacililies  afTordfd  within  thi-  bounds  of  thin  broad  Dominion  for  summer  tours  Jind 
holiday  jaunti  ari>  so  many  and  varied  that  none  need  be  templed  to  stray  beyond  our 
own  borders  inquest  of  change  and  recreation.  Indeed  the  famt  of  Canadian  summer 
resort>i  is  such,  that  literally  lliousanda  of  American  visitors  annually  cross  the  line  to  partic- 
ipate in  their  delights  and  to  breathe  in  the  health  giving  ozone  of  our  northern  latitudes. 

Many  of  these  summer  visitors  throng  to  what  is  known  as  (he   "Highlands  of  Ontario", 
a  general  term  applied  to  the  mountain  and  take  regions  in  the  northern  part  of  Ontario  reach- 
ed via  The  Grand   Trunk    Railway  System,  and  which  is   subdivided  into  districts  known  by    ' 
the    names  of  the  various   chains  of  smaller  lakes    which  nestle  among  the  spurs  of  the   Laur-    ' 
entides,  veritable   gems  of  beauty   forming  inviting  retreais  for  the  tired  denizens  of  the  bustl- 
ing  cities.     The    Mu^koka  Lakes  are  possibly  the   more  popular;  but  the  Lake  of  Bays,    Ka-    I 
wartha   Lakes,   Lake    Couchiching,   Lake    Nipissing  and  the    Krench   River   all   have    their  dis- 
tinctive   featuresand  no  lack  of  jwtrons,  while  summer  cottages  and  hotels  are  everywhere  in 
vidence.     Bright  skies,  sparkling  waters,  lovely  wi^odland  and  pure  air  form  idyllic  surroundings,    I 
while  fluttering  flags,  glancing  sails,  bustling  motor  launches  and   larger  passenger  steamers    ' 
with   iheir  loads  of  gay  pleasure  seekers  add  life  and  inierest  to  the  scene.     The  Georgian  Bay 
with  the  thousands  upon  thousands  of  islands  scattered   over  its  liroad  bosom — some  forming    ' 
entrancing  fairy  bowers  and  others  bold,  rugged  and  grandly  forbidding,  attract  other  throngs,    I 
while  the  Algonquin  National  Park  and  the  famous  Temagami  region  draws  the  Nimrods  and 
disciples    of  [itaak  Walton  from  the   extremes  of  a  continent. 

The  glories  of  the  Canadian   Horseshoe   Falls  al   Niagara  have  world  wide  fame  and  call 
for  no   enlargement    here,   while  the    l>eaulies  of  the  Otiawa  and  its  valley   and  the    pleasures    ^ 
of  the  St.   Lawrence   route,   affording   opportunity  of  drinking  ii>  the   ethereal    lovliness  of  the    i 
Thousand   Islands:  the   exciting  dash  through  the  Lachine   Rapids,  the  splendors  of  Montreal; 
the  vie»   from   the  river  of  the  mighty  natural    foi  tifications   and  the   frowning   citadel  of  Old 
Quebec;  the   bu-ader  reaches  of  the  lower  river;   Riviere  du    Loup,  Murray    Bay,  Tadousac,    ' 
with  their  life  and    laughter;  the   solemn  grandeur  of  Capes    Trinity  and  Eternity,   the    scenic    ' 
splendors  of  the  Saugenay,  the  charms  of  Chicoutami,  Ha  Ha  Ray  and  Lake  St.  John    have 
been  the  theme  of  many  a  pen.  while  the  special  delights  of  Cocouna,  Bic,  Rimouski  el  al  vi\'.\i 
their  weird  traditions  have  been  storied  again  and  again. 

The  artist,  the  pi>et  and   litterateur  have    vied    with  one  another  in   immortalizing   the    i 
distinctive  lovlitiess  of  the  Meiapedia  Valley,  along  the  Gasp^  shore,  the  numberless  fantastic    ' 
indentations  of  the   Bale  de  Chaleur,   the  glories  of  the   Miramichi  and  the  Bay  of  Fundy;  while 
the  Bras  [TOr  Lakes  ot  Cape  Breton  and  the  resorts  of  Nova  Scotia  have  an  atmosphere  of  ' 
rom.ince  and  pathos  inseparable  from  the  scenes  of  Che    sorrows  of  the  unfortunate    Acadians    ' 
immortalized  bv   Longfellow.      Prince  Edward   Island  has   beauties  all  her  own,  and  « hen    the 
Western   Provinces  take  up  the  tale  the  list  becomes  interminable.     The  suprises  of  the  prairies 
and  the  western  lakes,  the  mighty  masses  of  the  Rockys  with  their  lowering,  cloud  enwrapped 
peaks,  the  magic  lakes  nestling  among  the  foothills,  the  grandeurs  of  Banff  and  the  great  rivers 
of  the  newer  provinces  and  British  Columbia  baffle  description.      Enough,  however,   has  surely 
been  said  to  show    that  this   Canada  of  oum  is  really  one  vast  summer  resort,  and  the  Canadian 
wherever  he  resides  is  within  easy  distance  of  some  retreat  affording  rest,   recreation  and  in- 
struction in  Nature's  school.
